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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments (page 7 
2nd paragraph through page 8 3rd paragraph) that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to combine Schrader 
(2002/0166123) with Freeman (2001/0013123) because Freeman is related to an "MPEG storage/playback system" and does not disclose 
XML data, applicant should note that, as cited in paragraph 3 of the Office Action, Schrader teaches a digital broadcast storage device 
using XML data (which includes a program identifier) and viewer preference information (paragraph 91 of Schrader). However, Schrader 
does not specifically disclose how the preference information is obtained. Freeman teaches extracting viewer preference information 
based upon specific digital programming selections or through direct user input (paragraph 31 of Freeman). The format of the digital 
broadcasting information disclosed by Freeman is immaterial because Schrader discloses receiving and parsing XML metadata and 
Freeman simply teaches extracting preference information from previously viewed digital broadcasts or from direct user input for the 
benefit of allowing the user to easily find programming of interest (paragraph 8 of Freeman). 
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
